To these dIsclMurcs may be added some 
familiar Indlcallons of Ru-sslan slrciiglli anil 
advantage. Soviet cj:panslon has added pro- 
ductive as well as protective territories to the 
communist empire. This Is particularly true 
of well-lndustrlallied Czechoslovakia. 

Ru.'^.'ila has a sreat mlUlary ndvantage In 
her geoRraphlCril position. In the event of 
war with America, Russia could march her 
t.roop.'^ In [treat numbers over the doontep of 
free Europe. America, even fully mobllked, 
would fltlll have to carri' the bulk nl her 
forces and .■iupplle.-; by ship. 

RiUfiln aL'o ha.s a fircat .luprrlorlly today 
in mobilized manpower and In aircraft pro- 
duction. Tlie red.^ helped themselves to Ger- 
man brains and German Inventions. 

On the other hand, there are some obvious 
factors that detract from the Soviet mllltnry 
potential. The committee report notes cur- 
rent shortages of rtcel and oll~thoush. In 
event of war. Russia could do much to remedy 
one of them by walking Into oll-rlch, dcfen.^e- 
less Iran. 

While Russia's Industrial output may be 
back to normal, her gross national product Is 
still only about one-seventh of ours, accord- 
ing to the committee figures. And It may be 
assumed that the Industrial Ineltlclcncy that 
has plagued the Soviets so lonf; has not been 
cured overnight. 

Rusiila had a good harvest last year. But 
farming Is not nearly so mechanized thero as 
here. In case of war, farm work would keep 
millions from more directly military actlvl- 
tle.i. Tlic committee also states that the R\is- 
slan,^ arc hampered by a shortage of trans- 
portation facilities. 

Then there Is the big question of culdcd 
missiles, and the blgRcr question of aiomlc 
weapons behind the iron curt.-iin. 

From the available knowledge. It nppeiir.n 
that the Soviet union, mighty aa it L-i in 
many ways, \s also vulnerable in some vital 
spots. At the same tlcpe. the speed and direc- 
tion of Ru.ylan recovery suggest that there 
may be danger In the calm assumption that 
Russia could not go to war wltliln five years. 
They also suKCst the danger of gearing thn 
ispeed of our own defens'- preparations to 
that a-wumptlon.
